An Opinion of British Columbia. 

,uaa lii- ' ■ — 

,Mr. Thos. Gowdy, of Guolpb, lately 
received tt letter from Mr. John Kirk- 
land, who has for the past few years 
been in British Columbia. The follow 
ing extract will prove interesting. •— 

"Let me now say a few words about 
our adopted home— to say that our 
expectations have been fully realized 
would not bo within the bounds of 
truth! The foolish bargain ontorod 
into by the Dominion at the time of 
Confederation has had- more to/do with 
British Columbia's difficultios tliian any 
other cause, not that I consider that 
the Dominion is to blame for not ful- 
filling the promises, for that was simply 
impossible; such promises ought never 
to be made. People here as a rule, at 
least thosei of them who assume to 
coatrol'and'direct public opinion, are 
either unscrupulous or are ignorant of 
Dominion affairr. an a.o llie people of 
England, and refus.t to lool. upon Ihu 
delay in building; un ;i v nhoiin hi auy 
other light than as vriiful and con- 
temptible broach of faith. .Of course 
sparsely peopled Province like 
ttfisi'iiad tho bond of union been liter- 
ally carried out there is not a property 
owner in the Province who, by the 
enhanced value of his property by the 
construction of the railway and conse- 
quent influx of oapital and population , 
•would not have tiecome suddenly 
wealthy and it is in this view of the 
case,' more than any other, that it has 
had such a depressing effect upon the 
general prosperity of tho Province. 
People have been anxiously , expecting 
to repip goldeh;;harve8t8 without carry- 
i'ng buf->the';injunction based upon tho 
highest authority that it is to be earned 
by the sweat of tho brow. Thus, while 
Victoria has some two millions of 
capital lying idly iu its bauks, and I 
believe its savings bank deposit is 
larger tban any other city or town with- 
in tiie Dominion, yet it is with tho 
greatest difficulty that a loan for auy 
enterprise whatever can be obtaiued 
for a longer period than from one to 
two years, and then at from one to one 
and a half per cent, per month. Under 
such circumstances, and while we have 
latent wealth in abuudance to develop, 
it is not surprising that our prosperity 
ia slow indeed. Theio is, uotwith- 
standing,Bomethingpeculiarlyfa8ciuat- 
ing about the whole Pacific slope, 
which makes tlie' adopted "citizen" 
fdtin.to the "Highlander" who thinks 
there is xio vegetation equal iu beauty 
to his "native "heather," or like tho 
Icelander who, when visiting Edin- 
burgh, could find ho landscape com- 
paiable ,in lovelinesp and.grandeur to 
that of bis own Icelandic "home. And 
there is something about our beautiful 
climate, and varied scenery which 
kindles within the breast of every true 
British Columbian a feeling of pride 
which eilectually condones many a 
diBftPPointment, and keeps up a-b,uoy- 
ant hope?)f Bfightf'antioipation iniHe 
future.

A correspondent of the Boston 
"Journal" notices a revolution which 
is gradually being effected iu London 
home life. Formerly it was thought 
unfashionable not to have a separate 
house and servants; now large numbers 
live iu what are called "apartment 
houses." Members of parliament, men 
of title, ox-judges, retired generals and 
merchants have made up thoir minds 
that there is. no disgrace iu liviug on 
tho fourth or fifth floors. The most 
astonishing concession, furthermore, 
is thatthcso magnificent new apartment 
houses hiivo public diuiog rooms, sor- 
vauts iu common, &c., and are, iu a 
certain measure, hotels. People have 
no housekeeping to do, it is all done 
for them; -and hero, it may be said, tho 
ecouomy comes iu, for it must not be 
supposed that the rental of tho suites 
of rooms is much loss thau that neces- 
sary to secure snug , h9,use8 ^.in ^Be}? 
gravia. A revolution in the social world 
is iuiminent, for if eminently fashion- 
able people are willing to do this there 
can bo no permauout .objection to it. 
The couveuienco iu these new estab- 
lishments is admirable. In one of 
them there are twenty miles of pneu- 
matic tubes. Tho rooms are lighted 
with gas, have' hot and cold water iu 
them, are absolutely lire-proof, and as 
some of the apartments aio ouo hund- 
red aud thirty feet above tho sidewalk 
this last preoautiou is emiueutly need- 
ful. Tradesmen's bills are ouo of tbo 
scourges of lito iu London; they must 
alway-sgboj cut down, aud quarreled 
about. Those are avoided by tbo now 
system, except, of course, those for 
clothiug and luxuries. The rents are 
same on each floor, and tho highest 
are tho most sought after. 

Tho "Pall Mall Gazette" say3:--The 
dificlosuros that- have boon mado ou 
one or two occasions lately at inquests 
ou the bodies of children whose lives 
have been insured go to justify the pre- 
valent suspicion of a close cbhheotion 
between infant mortality aud life in- 
Biirauco. At an inquest hold a few 
days ago as to tho death of two cbild- 
rou at Low Spcunymoor, Durham, 
which was addressed for evidence as to 
tho results of an u analytical- examina- 
tion, a startling statement 'Was mado 
by Dr. Hanlou, medical officer of tho 
Local Board. "In the last few years," 
he said, "over since there had been 
such an enormous canvassing going on 
amongst insurance companies, there 
had baou a wonderful incroaso in tho 
mortalitv of children." As a rule, he 
found that tho children were always iu- 
i sored. The toinptation^to get -rid of a 
lohild rather than' mdin'tttitt it is' to many 
■parents very great at times; and when, in 
addition to being rolioved of tho burden 
of its maintenance, they can actually gain 
!hard tcash by its death, -the temptation 
. may become irresistablo. 

Truth is ever stranger than fiction. 
A gouuino Dotheboys Hull has just 
been found in England, at Holdswor- 
thy, North Devon. Thirty boys slept 
in one small room, and twenty girls iu 
another. There were' four washing 
basins" -among the lot. Holloway's 
pills were administered for all ail- 
mcuts, aud bed linon was changed 
once iu two months. There was no 
servant and oijily , one teacher (female), 
who made tho beds' arid sldiit in one 
of them with four girl pupils. 

Tho dead body of Jlr. Oglo, tho_ 
oiiespondoat of tlid-oiulon "Timo.^i" 
murdered in Tliessaly by the irregular 
troops of Amouss Aga, was found with 
a gun lying in its arms, to create the 
impression that death was caused by 
suicide. He had mado himself par- 
ticularly hateful to Amouss Aga, whose 
licentiousness and brutality ho had 
fearlessly exposed. 

The now electric light, it is claimed, 
cau bo furnished at one-fifteenth the 
cost of gas, and is of afar superior illu- 
minating qualitj'. The bliudness of 
gas companies to their own intorostfl 
will only tend to hasten its general in- 
troduction. 

Mrs. Dickens has become reconciled 
with her flistor, Miss Hogarth-, -who, 
after the separation of tho ' novelist 
frorti bis wife, became his housekeeper 
and of whom ho said that sho was "the 
best and truest friend man ever had." 
There was some scandal at one time 
about this relationship, but it has been 
entirely dispelled. u\Irs. Dickens and 
Mies Hogarth live together. ■ 

The;ibrews of the British men-of-war 
in the Sea of Marmora are not idle. 
War discipline is maintained on all tho 
ships. Every night the guns are load- 
ed aud the men sleep at their posts, 
the captain of tho guns lying with the 
lanyard for firing ready to his hand. 
In tho tops the GatUngguns are ready 
loaded, and the men sleep by thoir 
side. The torpedo "crinolines" are 
run out, and steam launches filled 
wit'n men armed to tho tooth keep pa- 
trol through tho dark hours. Duriug 
the day there is incessant drill, and 
almosfc^.ev,ery;liojw tolograpbio despat- 
ches are signalled 'from the shore.

He 
liovod his policy was hateful in tho sight 
of Heavou, and hostile to tho highest in- 
terests of Great Britain. 

In one of tho saucta at 'Woolwich Ars- 
enal a rocket is now being produced, 
which, instead of a lino to rescue tho 
shipwrecked mariner, carries a charge of 
iii tro-glyodrine in its hood, abd is capable, 
by simple contrivances which greatly in- 
croaso its accuracy and power of flight, of 
accomplishing all that a shell can at a 
hundredth pait of tho o.^cponso and with a 
hniulred times tho effect. Those rockets 
rt quire no coiujilieated liriug luaohinory. 
Thoy can bo showered on a body pf men, 
into batteries, forts and towns with the 
rapidity of a brooch loader— in fact more 
rapidly. Within half-an-hour's time a 
bombardment with these missiles would 
shatter the strongest fortress and lay a 
wbolo town in ruins. 

To cover tho expenses of tho war RuBsia 
has boou compelled to raise throe internal 
loans aggregating ^50,000, 000 paper rou- 
bles, one foreign loan of 93,750,000 silver 
roubles, and disburse in addition 250,- 
000,000 saved from the budgets of former 
years. Tho whole coat of preparing aud 
conducting tho war has been 800,000,000 
roubles (.^570,000,000). Tho estimated 
cost of taking tbo troops home will bo 
50.000,000 roubles, or iii3C,000,000 wore, 
making tho total ezponditurp 850,000,000 
roubles, or §612,000,000. 

Tho Agent-General for South Australia 
(Sir Arthur Blyth, K.O.M.G.) has receiv- 
ed a telegram from tho Govornmont of 
tliat colony, dated the 10th inst., stating 
that the general election lor tho House of 
Assembly had taken place, that all tho 
Ministers had been returned, and that the 
elections were favorable to the Goveru 
mout. 

John Sheehan, a gardener, has been 
convicted at the Old Bailey of having 
written a letter to Mr. Aspinall, Q. 0., 
iu which ho had threatened to murder 
Lord Howard, of Glossop. He was sen 
tonced to live years' penal sorvituda 
Twenty years' ponal servitude were award- 
ed to Edward Downs, who had pleaded 
guilty to several iudietmonts charging 
him with baviug obtained largo sums of 
money by means of forged loiisoa. 

The postal authorities of Liverpool are 
about to adopt a novel system pf Intimat- 
ing information with regard to tho collect 
ing of letters deposited iu tho pillar-boxes 
An indicator close to tho aperture for tho 
reception of letters is worked meohanioal- 
ly by tbo opening and closing of the col 
looting door, showing at what time tho 
next colleolion takes place, and, of conrso, 
also proving that tho previoas oolleotiou 
has been made. 

In response to a roquisition bearing 802 
signatures, the Mayor of Leeds called a 
meeting iu the Town Hall to consider the 
relations bet^ircon this oounti-y and BnRsia. 
Tlio halTwas densely crowded di tbo time 
announced for commencing tho proceed 
ings. A full hour wiis occupied in endea 
vouriug to appoint a chairman, Alderman 
Kelsull, Mr, EUersiiaw, and Counoillo 
Jackson being in turn proposed. No 
agreement, however, could bo como to 
and tho proceedings were stopped by tho 
audience singing • 'Rule Britannia," "God 
save tho Queen," &o., no resolution hav 
ing been passed. 

Recently at Glasgow, a man named Si 
mou FraHor, whilo in a state of somnam' 
bullBm, killed his infaut son, aged 18 
months. The family went to bod about 
eleven o'olook - tha previous evening. 
Soon after one o'clock Fraser got uj) in 
bod under the improsaion that there was 
a wild beast moving about, and leizing 
his child under the impression that it was 
tbo animal, dasbod it against the wall 
with such force that it died shortly after- 
wards. Fraser is a somnambnliat, and on 
a previous occasion, while asleep, had as- 
paulted his wife. Ho has been tiiken into 
custody. 

A petition, filed in tho Master of the 
Rolls' Court by tho Rev. Frank Bosant, of 
Sibsey, against Mrs. Annie Besant, to de- 
prive her of the guardianship and custody 
of her infant daughter, Mabel, stood lor 
hearing this morning, bat has bean ad- 
journed, to answer tho petitionor'a ollida- 
vitH. Tho grounds alleged aro atheism, 
delivery of atheistic lectures, delivery of 
lootnros against Christianity, publication 
of works collod "Gospel of Atheism" and 
"Fruits of Philosophy," and a volume 
ontitled "Freethinkers' Text Book," vol. 
2; also Knowlton's pamphlet, and piimpb-' 
lot on "Law of Population." 

Not for many years has Airdrie been 
tho scene of so much exnitomont as it vni 
on Monday, the cause of the distBrbanco 
being a 1st of April hoax. In tho local 
paper of Saturday last the following ad- 
vertisement appeared: - "A Gentleman (a 
native of Airdrie) having lately como into 
a fortune, will distribrite to the peo- 
ple of Airdrie, on Monday first, at 12 o'clk 
at tho Old Town Cross 1,000 loaves of 
broad, and 3 cwts. of cheese. Come in time. 
All aro welcome 1" Long bofere the hour 
mentioned largo numbers of poor people, 
some of them from a long distance, began 
to aaiBemble;' and,b3r twjjlya .lo'plqok;, -there 
would be several thousand's present. 'After 
waiting for some time the crowd began to 
got impatient, and it soon dawned upon 
them that they had been the subjects of a 
ciuel hoax. 'Their indignation grew in- 
tense, and loud and long wore tho doaun- 
ciations uttered, against tho perpetrator. 
In the evening the -author of the hoax 
waa mobbed, and the Star Hotel, in which 
it was said . he bad taken /refuge,., had, a 
number of windows aniaBhiad by the crowd.'

A most remarkPtbld trial for murder hu 
jnst been oonoladed in Ireland tke aooaB- 
ed being a beautiful and «ooompli*hed 
young lady some 17 years of age. The 
ciroumstances in oonneotion with the 
case, which are very fully reported by the 
London l^mes, may be briefly stated as 
follows: A well-to-do trader named Thoa, 
Mullarkoy fell in love with the girl and not- 
withstanding tho fact that his love was 
uotroturned ho was, after a brief court- 
ship, married to hor. Ho was considered 
by tho bride's paroats to bo a desii-ablo 
husband. Tho girl from tho date of bar 
marriage did not oviaoe tho slightest at- 
tachment for hor husband, bnb. ridionled 
him behind hisbaokoB.Uieaaore.that'Iie 
was "too old." Her diaiike seems to liave 
culminated in a wicked hatred and a short 
time after tho colobratiou of hor nuptials 
she foil deeply iu love with a nephew an d 
partner of hor husband, namod John By. 
dor. Hor illicit passion supplied a pow- 
erful motive for the crime imputed to her. 
In January last she pdrsa'aded' hex bog- 
band to take a dose of salts and sentia, 
He objoctod at tlio time but finally swal- 
lowed the dacootiou of which, his wife 
stated, she had also partaken, Tho fol- 
lowing morning tho husband was taken 
very ill and his stomach rojeetod all food, 
Ho was never onca visited by his wife al- 
though she doubtless knew that - his . end 
was approaohing. Tho husband died and 
his accomplished young wife was arrested 
and charged with having poisoneil him, 
Tho contents of deceased's stomach were 
examined and although tho }>tesence of 
poison could not bo actually found, medi- 
cal men oxprossod no doubt that be had 
died from some sovoro irritant. When 
arrested tho i)ri8ouor made a 2)athotio ap- 
peal to the man Bydor and asked if ho 
'would stand this" and sabsoquentlj 
wrote him asking his forgiveness lor her 
terrible crime. She also admitted that 
she had "poibonod her husband's cup" 
and iu hor sleeping apartmoat three jars 
were found thnt had recently contained, 
phosphoric paste. The trial which occu- 
pied throe days resulted in hor acquittal, 
the jary inf ormipg the Oourt tbafc they did 
not desire to hear the evidence for the 
defence and oxpronsing a belief in the 
prisonor's innocouce. During the trial 
sho maiiilaiuod porfuot ooniposuro and as 
ho loft the Courthousa was loudly cheer- 
ed by tho great conoourse oasombled to 
hear the proceedings.

front of tho Telegraph Hotel; asked him 
if he know who did it, and ho said yes, ho 
did it; asked him what mado him do it; 
ho said thoy wcro all drunk in the house 
and ho did not know what he was doing; 
took him to Charley's house where wit- 
noss saw Charley lying on the bed with 
two outs OD tho back and ono on tho arm'; 
Clinrloy identified tho prisoner as tho 
man who out him; after this arrested tho 
priaouor and took him down to the gaol.

Some of the Bteamera were jainnaed iii 
the ice in White Bay for weeks. The 
Newfoundland market is glutted with 
all grades of American, Canada and 
Nova Scotia butter, and ia fast'^^blook- 
ing up with breadstuffs. 

Ott.vwa, April 29 — The imports of 
tho Dominion, exclusive of British 
Columbia, during the month of March 
amounted to $G,203,201. Of this $1,- 
137,911 ranked as free goods. The 
duty collected waa ' $998,165 96. The 
value of exports from the 'Dominion, 
exclusive of British Columbia, during 
tho month of March amounted in the 
agregato to §1,972,301.

Conouna, April 25. — A fire broke out 
here about two o'clock this morning, 
in the new brick building known as 
tho Windsor Hotel, on Division street.

but the steam fire engine was still 
worlting when the front wall fell out- 
wards and buried five or six firemen in 
tho ruine.

The upper 
stories and half of the lower comprised 
the Windsor Hotel. Thero were also 
two stores in the lower story, one occu- 
pied by S. W. Lane as a boot and shoe 
store, and tho other by A.^choon as a 
firocoryand provision store. The build- 
ing was owned by H. Dovignay, and 
was insured in the North, of England 
Insurance Company, for $5,334:. Mr. 
Schoon is insured on his stock for $300, 
and Lane for $500, iu the Queen Insurr 
anco Company.

GhhtiiBMEm: — Tlia object of calling a 
vmeat&igof iny ' constituents at tho Thea- 
tre on the 27th ultimoi was to address jou 
at fength on the political . topics of tho 
day, but the omploymont by tho Opposi- 
tion party of a number of disreputable 
persons and the uttor disregard shown by 
them of tho old Euglish lovo of fair play 
on that. occasion provonttid mo from ex- 
pressing my viowB and explaining my 
past actions aa a mombor of tho 
Government since I last had tho honor 
of being elected by yon, and renders it 
necessary that I should supplement my 
■ address to tho electors of tho 2Gth April 
and enter more fully into details. 

As iegards the Canadian Pacific Eail- 
vray, tho delay of a single summer sug- 
gested by Lord Oarnarron and agreed to 
by the Legislatiiro has now elapsed, and 
thiS-'Gfoye:^niBeiit haa Juriged tho^ Domia- 
ioii"Goverrimerit hot to deloy any 'furthor 
tho bommoncemont of railway oonstruo- 
tion in the Province. 'Whatovor dctormi- 
dation may be arrived at by tho Engineer 
aa to the route on tho Mainland, tho Oar- 
narVon. Terras must be strfotly adhered to 
by'the'eiirly conBtruction of tho Nanaimo 
and Esqaimalt Bail way. 

There has been paid by this Provinco 
on account of tho purchase in 1871 by 
Mr. Walkem while in England of cement 
and maohinsry for tho Drydock, tho 
alarming amount of S7G,-1G2,62, This 
does not embrace tho sum of Si.CSl inter- 
est paid to the bank on overdrawn Grav- 
ing Dock account. This sum of 880,300 
might have been saved to tho country had 
ordinary foresight been used by tho lato 
Government in notmakingthe pacohaae[at 
so unneceaaarily early a date. The oourso 
pursued by tho Government in endeavor- 
ing, to induce tho Imperial Government 
to take over tho dock 8ite,iplant and ma- 
terial and finish tho oonstrnotion of tho 
dock i^ best shown by; the subjoined re 
Bolution of ithe.House: — 

The Hon-;-Mr. Elliott moved, seoonded 
by the: H9h. ''Mr;- Vernon,— 

"Whereas on tho 1st of October. 1877, 
Bear -Admiral A. E. R. do Horsey Ocra 
mander-in Chief of Her Majesty's Pacific 
Sciuodaon, communicated with his Honor 
the Lieutenant-Governor with tho object 
of asoertaiaiDg whether, in tho event of 
the Enpefiar'GbVerament's minute, 21at 
July la8t,;viz., that the Imperial Govern 
ment should take over tho Dock and com 
pleto it as an Imperial work, tho Provinco 
would "oontributo tho site and work al- 
ready done, together with tho plant and 
material now in band, as a gift, eo that 
the Dook and its site would become Ad- 
xniraltyproperty:-"'f 

And, whereas, on the 8th October last, 
His Honor answered that tho Govern- 
ment of the Provinco wore not prepared 
to take upon themselves the responsibility 
of disposing of so largo r^n amount of 
Provincial capital without first consulting 
tha legislature, but that they \vould en- 
' SSge to robdimmend to 'Parliaments^ a gift 
of the 8iteV~'&o.; on' the 'oohdition' that 
merchant vossels shall bo permitted to be 
docked on ■ payment of expenses, when- 
ever tho ships of Her Majesty's squadron 
do not require its use: 

£8 it therefore resolved, — That, in view 
of the desirableness of ensuring the com- 
pliation'bf-the"Esquimalt Graving Dock 
vithont'Ibss of time without further cost 
to the Province, this Honse is of opinion 
that it is advisable, in the event of tho 
Imperial Government agreeing to com- 
plete the Dock as an Imperial work with- 
out loss of time, to grant to tho Admiralty 
the site, p]ant and material on hand, and 
TTorklalready done, subject to tho condi- 
tion that merchant vessels shall be per- 
mitted to be docked, on payment of ex- 
penses, whenever the ships, of fler Majes- 
ty's Navy do not require its tiso; and that 
a respectful address bo presented to His 
Honor the Lieutenant Governor, praying 
that he will be pleased to inform Her 
Majesty's Principal Secretary of State for 
the Colonies of the dotermination of this 
House upon tho subject.

^'The BiidSesB.whiqh has attended tho en- 
gagement of ' the ser vices of a mining en- 
gineer at OanboQ,, induces - me to think 
that the setriSef of' ahiotlier •expert might, 
Tntfi iiadvantage t6'~ 'the '"Province, be 
secured for the lower portion of the Main- 
land, the Coast and the Island, and I shall 
he prepared to advocate at the earliest 
moment tho employment of another such 
mining engineer. 

It ha^ •'always been the practice of this 
(Soxeriiin'ent^i'toifciisconrdge the employ- 
ment of OhineseUabor on public works, 
and it shall bo my aim to promote such 
legislation as may tend to check tho in- 
crease of Chinese immigration. 

With regard to the City of Victoria, I 
may remind you that one of tho first acts 
of this Government was the Introduction 
of a measure containg a clause striking 
the Chinese off the municipal voters' list, 
thereby preventing a reoiirronco of tho 
pernicous practice of tho Mayor and 
Coiineil of Victoria being virtually elected 
by Chinese,. , 

Beooghising the jnst claims of the City 
to the fines, fees and forfeitures of its own 
"IPdlfoe CJonrtJ'I, tjaused an Act to bo pass- 
ed handing '"over 'the 'fees, amounting to 
,$1,000, to the city for its own use; an act 
of justice persistently refused by tho late 
Government. And I shall bo prepared 
to.adTocate the claim of the municipality 
to retain tho balance of the revenue der- 
"if ed , f rom^^liqiior licences, which will 
^^amraQV tp'Bbw)IiiD)of 
of $2,000!; ■'T'also introduoecl'ihe measure 
by which an annual saving of 8500 to the 
city and 8700 to the Provinco, was attain- 
ed by the amalgamation of tho ofTices of 
Provincial Superintendent of Police with 
that of Inspector of tho City Police. 

The object with which the amendnoBnt. 
to the Constitution Act was ..introduced 
•was to give to tho people fuller and more 
squitablo representation. This purpose 
wos sought io bn attained by dividiug tho 
electoral districts, and by giving addi- 
tional*! i^opresentation to some, of' them. 
In the important Provinco of Ontario not 
A aingli ' OonBtituenoy returns more than 



one representative. Tho free action of a 
Government may bo severely hampered by 
tho joint demands of the representatives 
of a district, returning to the House more 
than one member, by requisitions for 
excessive expenditijre, in,tb«irjreflpeptive 
districts and,whioli , oi4iy,*,fi /Onfli«foidly 
strong Governmonf could decline. ' ' 

In the present small number of repro- 
sentativea, the House is likely to bo so 
nearly balanced as to render a Govern- 
ment unable to resist this unwholesome 
pressure. 

In order to correct this evil; the Bill 
proposed to add 8 mombora tO',^Q.,Houso 
without, however, increasing theoxpenses 
of IcgislaUon, as tho following figures 
will clearly illustrate:

Notwithstaniling that tho principle of 
the Bill was affirmed by the House on its 
second reading yet the Opposition nn 
scrupulously refused to allow the details 
to be discussed in Committee.

" that the members would on, being 
brought together at once proceed to raise 
tho indemnity." To this :tho aimplo an- 
swer is that no such proposition could bo 
introduced unless by the Government of 
the day. 

As regards the plan or basis of this 
Bill I may observe thot the division of 
some of the districts was suggested on 
account of Iho diversity of interests eX' 
isting iu the same, notably, in tho case of 
Cariboo, which has no interest in common 
with tho Alexandria portion of the Dis- 
trict and which was proposed to be separ-
